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Continuation of 10. Other (including any explanation in support of the above items): Appellant indicates in the Brief that there are no 
Related Appeals and Interferences, except for the PR0247 application claiming the corresponding nucleic acids and issued as US Pat. 
7,189,566 on 13 March 2007. In contrast, the Examiner is aware that there are appeals which may be related to, directly affect or be 
directly affected by or have a bearing on the Board's decision in the pending appeal (i.e. other polypeptide cases dependent solely on a 
postive gene amplification assay using nucleic acids). The Exaxminer does not know all these application numbers. Appellant is required 
to submit "a statement identifying by application, patent, appeal or interference number all other prior and pending appeals, interferences or 
judicial proceedings know to appellant, the appellant's legal representative, or assignee which may be related to, directly affect or be 
directly affected by or have a bearing on the Board's decision in the pending appeal." Note MPEP 1205.02 makes clear that "the statement 
is not limited to copending applications". See also 37 CFR 41.37(c) and MPEP 1205. 

Importantly, the Examiner is aware of at least one polypeptide case dependent solely on a postive gene amplifcation assay using nucleic 
acids in which the Board has rendered a decision (e.g. USSN 09/904,766, Appeal No. 2008-4086). MPEP 1205.02(ii) states: "Copies of 
any decisions rendered by a court or the Board in any proceeding identified under this paragraph must be included in an appendix as 
required by 37 CFR 41 .37(c)(1 )(x). 
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
